City Council grants resolution 
to support country’s position 


Joylouise Smith was born on the Fourth of July 
and that seems very apropos for all of her friends - 
she must be one of the most patriotic people 
alive. 

To support these facts. Smith went to the City 
Council Tuesday evening, requesting a resolution in 
support of the war/peace efforts in the Mideast. 
She also suggested a rally at the central flag pole 
within the next two-three weeks in Kersting Court in 
which other councils and area politicians would 
join Sierra Madreans. 

“I looked up the street and saw all the flags 
flying on the standards and the yellow ribbons 
attached to merchants’ doors and to trees and 
utility poles, and it made me so grateful to live in 
Sierra Madre,” Smith told The News Sunday. 

My flag went up on Aug. 2 when the line 
was drawn in the sand (in the Persian Gulf 
land area) and it has been up since. We should stand 
for what we belive. I’m upset with the ‘appease- 
niks because I believe Hussein is a dangerous 
nj^, a devious person, not an easy adversary to put 
down. We are doing what has to be done now,” 
she said. 

She continued, “Today is the day to stand up 
and be counted. If you’re not in favor of this war, 
you’re willing to let go of the ideals upon which 
this country was founded.” 

Smith’s booming, theatrical voice and perfect 
diction are the result of her work in the theater, al¬ 
most from the time she was born. Her mother 
worked in Shubert’s Musical Comedy until May 31, 
the year of Smith’s birth, and gave birth to the 
Sierra Madrean on July 4. Her father was in the 
chorus at the Metropolitan opera. 


She made her debut at the Palace Theater when 
she was 3 years old and studied for the opera. She 
graduated from the New York School of Theater and 
was a member of the American Theater Wing. 

Smith was with the original Stage Door Canteen in 
New York in World War II and her husband. 
Col. Scott Smith, flew B 26’s. She danced, talked 
and sang in shows during that war. Smith traveled 
here and abroad in WWII and was very active 
politically. 

She was asked to run for Congress from her 
district in New York when she was 23 years old 
but opted not to since she was very theater-oriented, 
she said. 

“I am very grateful for the recognition I received 
from both the SAR and DAR (Sons of the American 
Revolution and Daughters of the American Revol¬ 
ution) after the work I did to obtain an ever¬ 
lasting flag in Kersting Court. 

“My people came here in 1628 and there has been 
a family member in every war until Vietnam,” 
Smith said. 

She was originally from the Bull family from 
Wolverhampton, England. After coming to the New 
World, William Bull built a home for his bride, Sarah 
Wells, and the Indians helped her cross the Hudson 
River. This was the first Christian marriage in 
Orange County, N.Y. There is now a Sarah Wells 
Trail that is still being used in that area. 

Smith’s grandfather, John Holmes, went out to 
stump for Teddy Roosevelt in New York, so 
Smith’s relatives have been involved in politics from 
the beginning. She is merely “continuing to carry 
the flag for the family.” 
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City faces water shortage; begins plans for possible rationing 


“The city will run out of water in 1991-92,” City 
Administrator Jim McRea told the Sierra Madre City 
Council Tuesday evening, as a preface to what is 
happening all over the state. 

Sierra Madre is not a member of the Metropolitan 
Water District; however, the village is a member of 
the San Gabriel Municipal Water District. There is a 
question of whether or not Sierra Madre could ob¬ 
tain water through MWD. 

McRea told the council, “There is no question 
that water that’s being wheeled is theirs. Sierra Madre 
has a legal right to the water. We’ve never taken 
delivery of the water and we need it now. We 
propose to put our water in their (MWD) system 
and we believe the San Gabriel Valley Minicipal 
Water District should help us (financially)...If there 
is no rain the pumps will stop. In the Raymond 
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Basin the key well is lower than it has been in history. 
We stand the chance of physically having to trans¬ 
port water in 1991-92...We have a well that goes 
down 600 feet. The water is at about 320 feet; 
we’re 180 feet below and falling.” 

Councilman Gary Adams raised a question that he 
had posed before: when we come to rationing in 
Sierra Madre, we must not penalize those who have 
already been conserving. 

“I’d like to see us publish weekly water figures in 
the Sierra Madre News and compare where we were 
a year ago (in consumption). Would it be possible 
to show on the water bills a comparison?” 

Mayor Pro Tern Andrew Roy Buchan urged the 
city to come up with an identification that people 
would understand, such as gallons. 

Councilman Clem Bartolai said, “That benchmark 
would have to be some time ago rather than 
recently.” 

Councilman Adams suggested, “Let’s think about 
possibly having no new connections into our water 
system.” Council woman Mary Ann MacGillivray 
said, “Let’s help each citizen to understand by 


putting it (the information) into a perspective he 
can understand.” 

Adams said, “I suggest we take the planters off 
the light posts and quit watering the plants and take 
them down.” 

The council will have a public hearing on the 
urban water management plan at the Feb. 12 
meeting.” 

Fire Chief Ed Tracy recommended and was given 
the go-ahead that the city obtain two fire inspectors 
to replace the work done by Fire Marshal Bill 
Kramer before his death. 

As is often done, the chief would become the fire 
marshal. 

“Originally there were two positions. Marshal 
Probart and Inspector Kramer, and, in addition, we 
had a volunteer inspection program. The job has 
changed tremendously. We are the administrative 
agency for the hazardous material program and we 
must monitor the risk management prevention pro¬ 
gram. We now have 154 multiple dwellings and 312 
commercial/office agencies. We will be investigating 
all of them two times a year instead of one time.” 


He continued, “We did 623 rush inspections of 
the hillsides this year and we had 58 plan checks 
with the uniform fire code. Since the residential 
sprinkler ordinance has been adopted there have 
been 33 reviews of residences alone. For each review 
we must do two inspections. That does not include 
commercial. We also are responsible to monitor 
underground tanks in the city. Nineteen businesses 
have hazardous material.” 

Chief Tracy said, “Last year we did 126 hours in 
public education and answered 687 fire calls. We 
administrated movie details which included 859.5 
hours which brought in $20,000 to $22,000 to the 
city.” 

The City Council recommended funding the 
second position. 

The question of completing the pergola in front 
of city hall came up once more and McRea offered 
an estimate of $38,800 for a covering for the four 
entrances to the walkways alone. The council 
debated about whether to approve work on that part 
alone or to “go the whole route” and finish

City transportation outlined for residents 


Dial-A-Ride in Sierra Madre continues to cost 25 
cents for seniors and handicapped, 50 cents for the 
general public and for seniors who wish to ride within 
the two-mile service radius, and $1 for the general 
public who wish to travel within the two-mile 
radius. 

The number to call is 355-3873 and the hours are 
from 7 a.m. to 7 p.m. Monday through Friday, 
and Saturday from 9 a.m. to 5 p.m. 

The two-mile radius from the city limits, is 
described as beginning or ending in the city. Trips 


directly to Michillinda and Colorado remain as basic 
fare. 

The S.M.A.R.T. Taxi Cab Service remains un¬ 
changed with costs as follows; 25 cents for seniors 
and handicapped and 50 cents for the general public. 
Hours are Monday through Friday from 8 a.m. to 
6 p.m. and on Saturday from 9 a.m. to 5 p.m. 

Those cabs to call are Herb’s Taxi, Inc., at 358- 
7163, RedTop/Yellow Cab, Inc., at 796-3111 or 
San Gabriel Valley Taxi, Inc., at 285-1141. 

The city has discounted monthly RTD passes 25 
percent for seniors and for the physically handi¬ 


capped. The monthly passes may be purchased at city 
hall any day after the 25th day of the month pre¬ 
ceding the month for which the pass is desired until 
the 10th day of the subject month, according to a 
dty hall spokesperson. 

The City Council has announced that an evaluation, 
of the transportation program will be conducted in 
the near future to determine if the program should be 
modified to better meet the needs of the community. 
Ridership, service level and financial considerations 
will be among the criteria examined by the council.

27, is entitled, “When 
It’s Right to Test the 
Lord.” The text is from 
Malachi 3:6-12. Pastor

There are numerous 
passages of scripture 
which warn men not to 
put God to a test. When 
the devil was tempting 
Jesus in the wilderness, 
Jesus quoted from Deu¬ 
teronomy and warned sa- 
tan that it was wrong 
for him to test God. 
However, there is one ex¬ 
ception, one passage of 
the Bible where God in- 
vitges us to put Him to 
the tst. In Malachi chap¬ 
ter 3, God tells Israel 
to“test Me now in this” 
says the Lord of ho-ts, 
“if I will not open the 
windows of heaven, and 
pour you out a blessing 
until it overflows.” And 
what is the one area 
here God encourages 
men to test Him. It is in 
the one area that many 
people do not even 
want to talk about—pos¬ 
sessions. 


The Bible is very clear; 
God owns everything. 
“The earth is the Lord’s 
and the fullness thereof; 
the world and they who 
dwell therein.” Often we 
forget that we have “bor¬ 
rowed everything we 
have. In the ultimate 
sense, we own nothing. 
Our homes, our proper¬ 
ty, our families, our bod¬ 
ies and even our very 
breath is borrowed from 
God and all must one day 
be retuned to Him. In the 
meantime, God wants us 


to acknowledge this great 
debt we owe—“the earth 
is the Lord’s and the ful¬ 
ness; the world and all 
who live in it.” And what 
is the practical way that 
we should regularly com- 
comunicate this to God 
and to ourselves? The 
answer is very simple; 
we return a percentage 
of all we earn to God 
as a sign that everything 
is really His. And you 
ask, who determines the 
percentage? Again, the 
answer is simple; the Len¬ 
der determines that per¬ 
centage. And finally, 
what has The Lender de¬ 
termined as that percent¬ 
age? From the time of 
Abraham, the Melchise- 
dek, the percentage has 
always been 10 percent. 
And God promises that 
if you put Him to the 
test by tithing 
your income, He will 
open the windows of 
heaven and pour you out 
a blessing that will over¬ 
flow.

The actor Robert 
Morse has been around a 
long while. In the 1950s 
he was on Broadway quite 
a lot, and he won a Tony 
award for his perfor¬ 
mance in “How to Suc¬ 
ceed in Business Without 
Really Trying.” He be¬ 
came so identified with 
that role, and the movie 
made from it that he did 
it over and over in reg¬ 
ional theaters. The re¬ 
vival of the show in Los 
Angeles several years ago 
revealed a man going 
through the motions, de¬ 
pending on his own little 
“shticks” for laughs and 
very, very bored with the 
whole thing. To someone 
not watching his career 
very closely, it appeared 
that he had lost whatever 
versatility he had, and his 
appearance last year in 
“Babes in Toyland” with 
the California Music 
Theater did nothing to 
dispel that impression. It 
came as no surprise that 
he had battled alcohol¬ 
ism, and a mild surprise 
that he had apparently 
recovered. He seemed 
like a one role comedian. 

So it was startling to 
hear that this worn-out 
comic had won the Tony 
again in 1990 for his role 
in “Tru,” a one man 


show about author- 
raconteur Truman Cap¬ 
ote, and Los Angeles was 
eager to see how he had 
done it. At the Henry 
Fonda Theater in Holly¬ 
wood, last Friday night, 
they saw. 

The curtain goes up on 
an apartment in New 
York with a terrific view 
south from the UN build¬ 
ing, and onto the stage 
walks Truman Capote, 
who shared almost 
nothing with the actor but 
short stature and lack of 
inhibition. Director Jay 
Presson Allen, who also 
wrote the script, says that 
she feels good comedians 
are invariably good actors 
because comedy is so 
difficult to do, and in this 
case, how right she turn¬ 
ed out to be. 

What we see is a fey 
little man with peculiar 
and entertaining manner¬ 
isms, who announces, 
among other things, that 
he is an artist, and that 
people who cozy up to 
artists should realize that 
they become, along with 
everything else, material 
for whatever medium the 
artist uses. He is astound¬ 
ed that his socialite 
friends have dropped him

for writing a satire about 
them in Esquire maga¬ 
zine. He is opinionated 
and blunt and charming 
and imaginative and, on 
the Christmas Eve in 
question, lonely.

He 
knows or has known 
everybody and he com¬ 
ments on them. We see 
the seed but not the fruit¬ 
ion of his ultimate col¬ 
lapse.

She also played 
Cassie in the movie 
version of “A Chorus 
Line.” Ron Richardson, 
as the trainer, won 
awards as Jim in Broad¬ 
way’s “Big River.” Sam 
Groom, John Benjamin 
Hinkey, Gary Swenson 
and Betty Miller all have 
long lists of stage, TV 


and movie credits. The 
“production values” 
(sets, costumes, lighting, 
etc.) are the excellent ones 
current at the playhouse. 
It’s just that the story, 
like the mystery novel 
read on an airplane trip, 
while it holds your at¬ 
tention at the time, is 
almost forgettable.
